RUBBING IT IN. 


Here Comes Muscogee, Loudly Claimed 
for Cleveland, and | 


GOES SOLIDLY FOR DAVID B, HL. 


A Lively Contest Was That in Co- 
lumbus Yesterday. 


TOM GRIMES AND LOUIS GARRARD 


Head the Delegation—Put Muscogee’s 
Votes in the Hill Column—Other 
Political News. 


Columbus, Ga., May 5.—(Special.)—To- 
day’s primary election in Muscogee coun- 
ty resulted in an overwhelming victory 
for the Hill men. The returng from all 
the county precincts are not in; but it is 
absolutely certain that three Hill dele 
gates have been elected, and it is highly 
probable that all four of Museogee’s votes 
in the state convention will be cast by 
stanch’ Hill men. 

Such a victory in this county is partic- 
ularly significant. Muscogee has been 
Claimed with all confidence as absolutely 
solid for Cleveland. The Cleveland men, 
not only her@ but all through Georgia, 
have been harping upon the great 
strength which the ex-president was sup- 
posed to have here. They went so far at 
one time as to say that there was not a 
single Hill man in the county, and they 
talked in that strain so strongly that they 
began to believe it. 

But their eyes have been opened. They 
have been forced to acknowledge that 
Muscogee county is like the rest of Geor- 
gia—that the democrats here believe the 
national convention should name a candi- 
date who can win and that David B. Hill 
is that man. 

A Lively Contest. 

The contest has been a lively one all 
day. 

The Hill ticket contained the names of 
Tom Grimes, Louis Garrard, L. J. Hunt 
and G. H. Neal. 

The Cleveland delegates were Francis 
Peabody, R. O. Howard, Dan Dozier and 
N. G. Oattis. 

From early in the morning Cleveland 
men thought that the Cleveland ticket 
would be elected beyond the peradven- 
ture of a doubt. The Hil] men did their 
work quietly and effecti , and the re- 
sult when the ballots were-counted was 
a complete surprise te the Clevelandites. 

The vote was exceedingly. close. Tom 
Grimes, however, ran ahead. ofboth. tick- 
ets and received 625; Messrs. Garrard 
and Oattis came next with 595 votes each; 
and Messrs. Howard and Hunt also tied 
with 591 votes apiece; Mr. Dozier got 
584, and Mr. Neal 581. 3 

That is the result in the city. The Cleve- 
land men acknowledge that the Hill tick- 
et will have a majority in the county out- 
side of the city. Their last hope is that 
this majority may not be large enough 
to put Mr. Neal in over Mr. Oattis, though 
there is every reason to believe that Mr. 
Neal will have a good majority and that 
the delegation will be solid for Hill. 

Hill Sentiment Stronger Every Day. 

The election was marked in town by 
exceeding good fellowship, although .it 
was the most exciting contest that has 
ever been held. 

The Hill men acknowledged that they 
had an uphill fight before them, and they 
kept on working with the greatest energy. 
From the time the polls opened until 
their close they were driving about the 
city seeking recruits and rushing their 
votes into the ballotbox. The Cleveland 
men worked equally hard and all day 
long they wore a confident look. : 

When the result was announced they 
were terribly astonished. 

A week ago there is little doubt that 
the Cleveland ticket would have won. 
The sentiment has, however, been chang- 
ing rapidly and the result would proba- 
bly have been still more decisive if the 
primary had been delayed for another 
week, 

The only difficulty which took place 
during the day occurred just as the polls 
were closing. Mr. Toll Crawford, one of 
the hardest workers for the Hill ticket, 
arrived with five voters just as 6 o’clock 
struck. The windows of the polling place 
were shut in his face and he was not 
allowed to get in the ballota A heated 
argument took place between Mr. Craw- 
ford and the managers; but the votes 
were not received. 

The Hill men are naturally jubilant to- 
night and are confident that all four Hill 
delegates have been elected. They feel 
that nowhere in Georgia has there been 
a more signal victory for the man of their 
choice. It is certainly one of which they 
have a right to feel proud.

sensation as the result of the murder of 
young J. B. Butler, on March 19th by the 
Shuman boys. 

Their father, Elijah Shuman, was last 
night at midnight convicted of murder in 
the first degree in the court at Clyde, that 
county. He was at once taken in custody 
by the sheriff and placed in jail, and soon 
after his incarceration he took a dose of 
poison and began butting his head 
against the iron bars. So violent was he 
that the other -prisoners state that the en- 
tire prison, a small wooden building, was 
shaken. 

For several hours the convicted murderér 
screamed and groaned, terrifying the other 
prisoners who thought he had suddenly be- 
came insane. Toward morning he became 
gradually less demonstrative and at last 
ominous silence prevailed. When his cell 
vas opened, Shuman was found lying out- 
stretched on the floor dead, his face showing 
the terrible agony through which he had 
gone. His head was badly battered, and 
even if the poison had not accomplished 
its work, these self-inflicted injuries would 
probably have kil:ed bim. 

Shun:an’s three sons--J. B., John ani Cy- 
rus—were charged with the murder of But- 
ler, who was found dead on the country 
road with his head and body filled with big 
shot. For some time they denied any 
knowledge of the crime, but the other day 
Cyrus confessed to having fired at Butler 
and made a statement placing the blame 
on his father, who, he said, had made him 
and his brothers lie in wait for Butler un- | 
der threats of blowing out their brains if 
they failed to blow out Butler’s. &nowing 
their father’s character they realized that 
he meant what he said, and.it was either 
Butler’s death or theirs. 

This statement was substantiated by wit- 
nesses for the state. W. F. Futch stated 
that he was at Shuman’s house when ,John 
came up and told of Butler having fired the 
woods. His father ordered him to go get 
his pistol. John did so. Old man Shu- 
man then examined it, oiled and loaded it 
and told hinr-t)“ge~ kill Batler.at ence or + 
he would kill him, John went off soon af- 
ter Futch left for home end was accompa- 
nied part of the way by old man Shuman. 
They then met Judge and Cyrus, Shuman’s 
other sons. They told their father that 
they had -just quarreled with young Butler. 
Their father upbraided them for not shoot- 
ing him and made them unload the muskets 
they carried and reload them with larger 
shot. Then he threatened them again with 
death if they disobeyed him and ordered 
them to ambuscade Butler at a certain 
point in the road and fill him up with shot 
as he passed by. 

They did as he directed and Futch went 
on and soon aftér Butler came up and was 
killed. > 

The finding of the body and the subse- 
quent arrest of the three Shuman boys has 
all been told in The Constitution. The 
finding of the body of old Shuman in his 
cell created a great sensation. The Shu- 
man boys wept bitterly over it, even though 
their father in the trial had made desperate 
efforts to hang them all and save himself. 
Colonel P. W. Williams assisted Solicitor 
General Fraser in the prosecution. R. F. 
Smith defended old man Shuman and 
George Cann, of Savannah, volunteered and 
ably defended the _ boys. 

The Shuman boys were all acquitted. 
John was not at the scene of the crime 
and Cyrus was the only one who fired at 
Butler. Under the law he was innocent, 
as he committed the crime under fear of 
his own life.

SIBERIA'S HORRORS SURPASSED. 


Railroad Contractors Used Their Laborers 
Worse Than Convicts—A Terrible 
Tale of Suffering. 


Springfield, O., May 5.—(Special)—The 
hegroes who left their homes in Georgia 
and Tennessee to work on railroad con- 
struction in New York recently, tell ter 
rible stories of their treatment. Ohe 
who said his name was Wash Evans 
told the following at the police station 
tonight: 

“I was one of 280 colored men who 
left Nashville, Tenn., last January to 
work on a railroad in New York. I work- 
ed until April 22d, but never got a cent 
of pay. Many of our people had their 
feet frozen off and if they were not able to 
do a day’s work, the bosses would 
beat them with clubs and some of them 
they killed. Whenever they killed a nig- 
ger they buried him on the dumps and 
no one dared to ask any questions. My 
toes got frozen but never so bad but 
what I could do a day’s work. Conse- 
quently, I never got whipped. They fur- 
nished us food, but it was hardly fit te 
eat and that is all we ever got. They kept 
us in camps of about fifteen each with a 
guard over us just as they do convicts in 
Tennessee. If a nan wanted to leave, he 
had to sneak away at night and get out 


} of the country before he could be found 


If they found a man who tried to escape 
they would Deat him nearly to death. 
No one who has not witnessed the scenes 
of horror can form any idea of it. The 
stories of Siberian outrages are relegated 
to the background when compared with 
the outrages committed there. They 
would not allow us to visit each other's 
camps for fear we might get a crowd 
together and rebel. Several of our people 
took their wives with them and they were 
not able to get away. I left at night and 
am now on my way to Nashville. I have 
seen enough of the north and have no 
desire to ever come back. The convicts 
in the mines of Tennessee fare far better 
than we did in New York.”

Biohmond Terminal’s Directors Are Tired 
of the Reorganization Plan, and 
Want to Deal Again.

It was current- 
ly reported today that Mr. F. P. Oleott’s 
resignation as chairman of the committee 
will be received. Mr. Olcott’s bad heaith 
has kept him from his work ever since the 
plan was published, and as there is no cer- 
tainty as to when he will be able resume 
his duties, it is thought that he will retire 
from the committee. The report could 
not be confirmed. Other changes in the 
ecmmittee are als» looked for, though it 
is impossible at present to say what these 
changes will be. One thing, however, is 
assured, and thatés the famous Olcott plan 
is dead and that its early withdrawal is 
inevitable. Since the last publication of 
the amount of underlying securities deposit- 
ed some three weeks ago, only about three 
hundred thousand dollars it is said, have 
been added to the total. Of course about 
half are income bonds paying no interest, 
Several directors of the company seen to- 
day, admitted that some decisive action 
would be taken after the meeting of the 
Olcott committee tomorrow afternoon. One 
of them said: 

“The directors of the East Tennessee and 
Richmond and Danville roads are fulfy able 
to take care of their properties if the QOl- 
cott committee will give up its hopeless 
fight and return the securities to their own- 
ers. As it is, the committee has advertised 
our properties as barckrupt and in every 
Way injured our credit. 

“If the committee continues postponing 


and sbilly-shallying as at present, I am in | 


favor of instant and, if necessary, legal 
measures, to get rid of it.” 

A member of the Olcett committee, seen 
today, said: “It is true that the deposit of 
underlying bonds has been so small as to 
render the plan a failure The failure of 
the plan, as I take it, is due to the funda- 
mental error of calling upou the holders of 
the superior bonds to come into the plan, 
for the benefit of the unsecured holders. 
There is no reason why they should come 
in and they have not. 1 can’t say what will 
be done at tomorrow’s meeting. I suppose 
that the committee will simply announce 
the result of the attempt at reorganiza- 
tion, and the state of things will then be 
apparent to every one. I think there will 
be no further postponement under present 
conditions.

Fulton’s Satisfactory Compromise. 

The Constitution is glad to announce 
that the county of Fulton will be spared 
the excitement of a heated campaign over 
the election of delegates to the state con- 
vention which meets in Atlanta on May 
18th, to select delgates to Chicago. 

The compromise, of which mention was 
made in yesterday’s Constitution, has 
been effected between the Hill and Cleve- 
land clubs, each side agreeing to send 
from Fulton county a delegation com- 
posed evenly of Hill and Cleveland men. 
The primary will be called off by the 
executive committee. 

This is a very wise solution of the 
question for this county. By the 13th, the 
day fixed for Fulton, almost every county 
in the state would have acted, and the 
voice of this county could not alter the 
result as then fixed. There was really 
not enough to be gained by either side, 
in the struggle for the vote of one county, 
to undergo the turmoil and excitement 
incident to a heated contest. 

There is no doubt that the anti-Cleve- 
land sentiment will organize and control 
the state convention. Nearly three-fourths 
of the counties have already acted, and 
of the delegates so far elected about two- 
thirds are opposed to the folly of renomi- 
nating Mr. Cleveland, who was defeated 
last time, and whose own state has refus- 
ed to endorse. the sentimental antics of 
his friends are trying to make him the 
nominee this time. 

The Constitution has but the kindest 
feeling toward Mr. Cleveland and should 
he be nominated, though we do not 
believe he possibly can be, we would sup- 
pert him just as _ earnestly as 
any democratic paper in the country. 
The democracy of Georgia, however, 
like that of South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina and Virignia, has put itself on record, 
in the election of delegates, as being 
against the unwisdom and foolhardiness 
involved in his nomination. The state 
convention, in which the Cleveland idea 
will be represented in about the propor- 
tion of three to five will take this view 
of the matter, and it cannot reasonably 
be expected to take any other. However 
this may be, The Constitution is for the 
success of the democratic party above 
all things, and whatever is deemed best 
for the party’s good will receive our 
encouragement and support.

Our Charleston correspondent sends us 
word that The Charleston News and Cour- 
ier is taking its medicine like a little 
man.

Judge Hillyer thinks that the meter 
should not be abolished, but he is in favor 
of increasing the meter limit so that the 
maximum allowed will be more than five 
thousand gallons, to which it is now limit- 
ed, at a cost of 85 cents per 
month. Of course the increase of this 
maximum limit will have practically the 
saine effect as the abolishment of the 
meters, in that the main object sought 
by the latter proposition is the cheapening 
of the cost of water and a more liberal 
supply to consumers. This-has been the 
object that Councilman Northen and oth- 
ers, who have discussed the question, had 
in view, and they will be entirely satis- 
fied if the cost of water is cheapened by 
consumers being provided more liberally. 

Judge Hillyer’s views will be read with 
interest, and his suggestions concerning 
the extension of water and sewer pipes 
are particularly good, and should receive 
the attention of the council, as, indeed, 
should any proposition coming from such 
good authority on Atlanta’s water supply 
as Judge Hillyer is known to be.

Many Atlantians remember a pleasant Eng- 
lish gentleman, William Grey, who visited 
here about three years ago. He was intro- 
duced as an earl-elect and met the best so- 
ciety of Atlanta and other American cities. 
There was nothing snobbish about this Eng- 
lishman and all who met him liked him. For 
more than two years he was lost to the view 
of his American acquaintances. Word comes 
now, though, that he has succeeded to the 
earldom and the circumstances surrounding 
the case are more than usually interesting. 

A cable from London says that the house of 
lords, sitting as a committee on privileges, on 
Tuesday, decided the claims of William Grey 
to the earldom of Stamford. The decision 
was in his favor and sustained his claims. 
The case, terminated by the decision, is one 
of the most remarkable in the history of the 
peerage. Harry Grey, the eighth earl of 
Stamford and the predecessor of the present 
earl, was one of the most erratic peers in the 
United Kingdom. At the age of twenty-two 
he married Miss Susan Greydon, and upon 
fer death he married Miss Susan McNamare, 
who died in 1874. Despite his marriages the 
earl led an erratic life. After the death of 
his second wife he went to South Africa and 
became intimate with a Martha Solomon, a 
negress. She bore him’ two sons. He as- 
tonished the whole colony after the birth of 
his second son by marrying the negress, and 
thus, according to the law of the colony, ren- 
dered the two boys born cut of wedlock le- 
gitimate. One daughter, Maria, was born 
to the couple after marriage. The earl died 
in 1890, and was succeeded to the earldom 
by his nephew, William Grey, the present 
bearer of the title. Some months ago the sons 
of the eighth earl came from the Cape to Lon- 
don, and the elder began pressing his claim 
to the titles and estates of his father. Both 
young men have lived in grand style in Lon- 
don, and have been familiar figures in the 
theater boxes and the fashionable world. They 
have run many bills with tradesmen on the 
strength of their prospects and kept up an 
imposing establishment “without spending 
much cash. ‘Their landlords, tailors and ser- 
vants, it is thought, may now whistle for their 
money.

off. 

The story of how the \movement began, 
with the joint letter of DA_R. D. Spalding, 
representing the Hill sentiment, and Mr. 
T. B. Neal, representing the Cleveland 
side to President Ellis, of the Cleveland 
Club, and President Glenn, of the Hill 
Club, was told in yesterday’s Constitution, 
in which the statement was also made that 
the presidents of each of these two clubs 
would call their respective executive com- 
mittees together at once. 

The executive committee of the Hill Club 
met in the morning, and after considering 
the matter in all its phases, agreed to the 
proposition to send a compromise delega- 
tion from this county. A committee of 
five was appointed, consisting of Hon. 
John T. Glenn, Mr. Fulton Colville, Mr, 
John Colvin, Mr. Frank Potts and Colonel 
C. S. Northen, authorized to confer with a 
similar committee from the Cleveland side 
in the selection of a joint delegation.

History and Work of the Convention. 

The southern Baptist convention was or- 
ganized at Augusta, Ga., in 1845. Previ- 
ous to that all the Baptists of the United 
Sates had been united in two mission or- 

anizations, one for foreign and one for 

ome missions. The one in charge or foreign 
missions were called the “Triennial conven- 
tion,” and the other. which prosecuted 
domestic work, was, known as ihe “Home 
Mission Society.” 

Differences arising out of the abolition 
movement caused the separation of the 
northern and southern halyes of these great 
conventions. The executive board of the 
l'riential conventions refused to employ 
missionaries who were slave holders, and the 
conveution itself sustained the action of 
the board. Upon this the southern Baptists 
withdrew and called a meeting at Augusta 
in 1845. There the southern Baptist con- 
vention was organized. and the two great 
branches of its work were committed to 
the “foreign mission board’ and the 
“home mission board” The foreign mis- 
sion board. established headquarters at Rich- 
mond, Va., and the kome board at Marion 
Ala. About ten years ago the latter move 
to Atlanta and here it is likely to remain. 

the Pereigoen Mission Board’s Work. 

The work of the foreign mission board is 
almost worldwide. It has missions in China, 
Japan, Italy, Africe, Brazil and Mexico. 
It ans in the field about a hundred mission- 
aries sent from the United States and in 
addition about anether hundred of native 
helpers. As powerful auxiliayies to the 
work mission schools are established in 
these fields. Among the most distinguished 
missionaries are the late Dr. Yates, of 
Shanghai, who went from North Carolina; 
Dr. Graves, of Canton, who went_ from 
Baltimore; Dr. George B. Taylor, of Rome, 
who is conducting an important work in 
the shadows of the vatican, and Dr. 
D. Powell, of Mexico, who went from 
‘Texas, but was originally from Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., where Rey. Dr. Eaton found 
him on a load of wood one day, and took 
him to school.and subsequetly baptized bim 

Mexico is the nearest field of the foreign 
mission work and Dr Powell, who is in 
charge at Saltillo, is likely to be present 
at tunis convention. The Baptist mission 
work was beguu ther about fifteen years 
ago and it is regarded as one of the most 
promising of all the mission fields. Its his- 
tory is one of achievement in the face of 
obstacles, annoyance and danger. The 
firs. Baptist missionary to Mexico, 
Wescott, was murdered ten years ago, 
whether on account ot his religion or by 
robbers has always been uncertain. Dr. 
Powell was then living in Texas, and went 
over into Mexico to_ascertain the facts with 
reference to Mr. Wescott’s tragic death.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features ef the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 5—The bears in wheat and corn were 
more severely tossed on the horns of the board of 
trade bul's today than at any time for some time past, 
and it was on account of the weather; not that it was 
any worse than it had been, but because of its con- 
tinued and wide-spread effect. In fact, with the great 
delay in seeding which has already taken place, and 
with the renewed down-pour alternating with unsea- 
sonably low temperature, further delaying farm work 
and threatening to rot the seed already in the ground, 
dealers on the board are beginning to look on the out- 
look for the cereal crops of 1892 as really alarming. 
All private advices received today were of the most 
discouraging kinds. The shorts have been getting ner- 
vous for some time and speculation has been growing 
more frievdly to the buil side, but the dullness and 
narrowness have been against avy material advance, 
and it has not been easy tostarta boom. But this 
morning the friends of wheat showed more courage 
and the shorts displayed more alarm; and, while trade 
was far from active, a stronger feeling ruled. Good 
buying orders came in from the northwest, and New 
Yorkers finally came into line, while the local shorts 
made a wild rush to cover. To add to thealarm of 
shorts in wheat, there were unfavorable weather re- 
ports from abroad, and cables were strong and higher. 
Corn is doubly affected by the weather conditions. 
Muddy roads prevent the farmers from delivering their 
undeniably large surplus, and the soaking it is getting 
in unprotected cribs must inevitably lower stiil fur- 
ther the already too low grading reducing by so much 
the amount of the contract article. At the same time 
the sodden ground cannot be plowed, and the planting 
of the new crop is still further delayed. Allof this 
gave the corn pit today a sort of Saint Vitus dance ap- 
pearance. That cereal was the first to feel the effect 
of the weather conditions, and the opening was ex- 
cited and higher. The wheat crowd, while somewhat 
interested in the higher opening of their grain, took 
things rather easy until the corn flurry had about ex- 
hausted itself ingthe early dealings and stopped 
for arest. Then the wheat market began to warm up, 
and when it got fairly to going it led the shorts a mer- 
ry dance. It did not weary until it had added 3c to 
yesterday’s closing price. Pardridge first arrayed his 
chief forces inthe corn pit, where he disposed them 
for the protection of a line ot short corn variously es- 
timated at from two to four million bushels. Later he 
needed them in the wheat pit, where his interest is be- 
lieveé to be much heavier. Item after item of news 
kept dropping in during the first hour, and no matter 
from which direction it came its tenor was bullish; 
but Pardridge sold wheat, Cottrill sold wheat and the 
crowd which runs in the wake of successful men 
though they were safe in getting in behind the big 
bears. 

July opened 1 1-2c higher at 81 3-4c and for 
an hour or more it appeared more likely tc 
go lower thau higher.

July sold for the most 
part at from 41 1-2 to 41 1-4 cents during the 
first fifteen minutes, with possibly a shade high- 
er paid in the chaotic irregularity of the first 
few seconds. t was made apparent that 
there was a very considerable and extremely 
anxious short interest and that it was by no 
means easy to purchase. ‘The receipt of a 
eablegram definitely confirming the fact that 
Russia had removed the prohibition upon the 
export of oats, in so far as the Baltic F satged in- 
ces were concerned, and on maize for the 
whole empire, did not affect the market ap- 
preciably, owing to the already high tension.

“I'm only a poor moonshiner from the 
backwoods, an’ I can’t write or talk much, 
but here’s somethin’ I want put in the 
papers about my case. I’m a innocent 
man. I hope God will strike me dead 
this minutes if I ever made a drap of 
whisky in my life. But I’ve been put in 
here for four months, while my old mother 
and invalid wife are starving at home.” 

The speaker was Albert Oliver, the story 
of whose rapid run one night to beat the 
revenue officers to his distillery has already 
been published in The Constitution.

My wife is contined 
about half her time to her bed. Her 
mother is ninety years old, and blind. I 
am the hole dependents for living. I am 
nateraly opposed to spirrits of any cind. I 
have never drunk them. don’t never 
have jugs in my house. We air all penned 
up here like cattle, some dying some is sick. 
I due think we ought to be sent to the 
mountain prisons, so that we can have 
health. A mountain frog could not live 
here. Mountain men is going to die here. 
I have a fore month sentence without 
money or close to change. I do hop you 
will all remember me in your prairs and 
my family.” 

Oliver is an old _ fellow, and comes from 
Pickens county. On the night he was ar- 
rested, he met two revenue ofticers ten miles 
from his home; but he knew they were 
hunting a distillery. He says a tenant on 
his farm owns a distillery, and he knew 
that if the officers found it he would be 
arrested. By a flank movement, he got 
ahead of the officers, and, by running ten 
niles, removed the still before the officers 
arrived. He was arrested anyway, and, as 
told above, convicted. ~
